Although of advanced ag**, Sena 
tor Tillman gave evidences of his 
ability to retain bis office by en­ 
gaging in a fiery political contest 
with former Governor 
Blouse,

candidate against him in the sena­ 
torial primaries of 1918. 
The sen 
ator had previously announced his 
intention to retire from politics, but 
he reconsidered that determination 
in the belief 
that 
his 
intimate 
knowledge of naval affairs would 
be of service in time of war. 
Born in Edgefield county, South 
Carolina, August ll, 1847, Mr. Till­ 
man received an academic educa­ 
tion, enlisted in 
the 
Confederate 
army in 1864, but saw no military 
service owing to the fact that he 
lost the sight *if his left eye from 
a severe illness soon alter he en 
listed, 
in 1868 he married Sallie 
Starke. 
He 
was 
elected 
governor 
of 
South Carolina in ISHO and again 
in 1892. 
His services to that state 
included the founding of the Clem 
son agricultural 
and 
mechanical 
college at Fort Hill for boys, and 
the Winthrop normal and indust ial 
college at Hock Hill, for girls. 
Ile 
was author of the famous dispen 
s; ty s y s te m for selling liquor unde! 
iii* control of the state. 
A life-long democrat, he partici­ 
pated in the South Carolina consti­ 
tutional convention, which in Au­ 
gust, 1895, made education a qual­ 
ification of suffrage. He was a cen 
trill figure in the 
democratic 
na 
tional conventions, particularly in 
those of 1900 and 1904. 
He served 
for years as a member of th** dem­ 
ocratic national committee.

man offensive, everybody was wondering 
when

strike their counter blow and many people expected it soon. 


General Foch’s plans are not being advertised. Many .stories were 
published months ago purporting to be based on excellent authority 
and forecasting an early allied offensive. 
But no

came and we know pretty certainly now that none was planned.

day, when there is scarcely any talk of an allied offensive, it may 


be on the point of starting. 
The signs, however,

The chances are that th** enemy will soon strike again in 
France .and perhaps in Italy; and the dispatches from the front in­ 


dicate. expectations there that these new strokes will tv as hard as 


anv yet delivered.
